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1 . Claims 39-56 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. There is no support in the application as filed for 
the negative limitation "such that said buffer medium does not apply a pressure to 
liquids in said liquid reservoirs via said reservoir openings" in claim 39. Note that there 
is support, at least in the Figures, for positive recitations that are similar to the 
unsupported negative limitation, such as "wherein the reservoir openings are outside of 
and spaced from the pressure chamber". 

2. Claim 56 is objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 56, "a first 
surface" should be "the first surface" for proper antecedence. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 39, 43-46, 48, 52-56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Hirosawa (5682190). 

Hirosawa teaches nozzles 101 below fluid columns, reservoirs 9A, 9B, buffer 
chamber 7, and pressure generators 103. Note that when pressure generators 103 are 
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activated simultaneously, droplets are ejected simultaneously, and the air in chamber 7 
inherently exerts pressure on the column ends. Air can vent from the buffer chamber 
via openings 8. Openings 8 also constitute the vents of claim 46 and openings of claim 
48. Element 4 is recessed as in claim 49 and the device that holds the print head 
supplies ink through 1 1 A, B.
